STATE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 


To  the  Hon.  Aiujoneflo  J.  Pcaroy,  State  Snperintendent 
of  Public  J nstcnction : 

Tlie  Board  of  Control  of  the  State  Industrial  School 
for  Boys,  respectfully  submit  this,  their  eight  biennial 
report,  for  the  tw<j  years  ending  November  30,  1896. 

The  Tenth  General  Assembly  appropriated  for  the 
general  support  and  maintenance  of  this  Institution  the 
sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,!  860,000),  together  with  the 
cash  receipts  of  the  Institution  for  the  two  years. 

They  als(j  appropriated  three  thousand  6ve  hundred 
dollars,  ($3,o00),  for  purchasing  material  for  and  complet- 
ing the  sewer  system,  one  thousand  dollars,  ($1,000),  for 
insurance  and  tive  hundred  dollars,  ($o00),  for  the  building 
of  a barn.  These  funds  were  expened  as  is  shown  in  the 
appended  report  of  the  Superintendent.  We  esjjecially 
call  attention  to  the  sewage  system  we  have  adopted. 
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which,  tlioiigh  still  incomplete,  we  believe  to  possess 
many  excellent  features. 

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  various  courts 
that  sentence  boys  to  this  Institution  to  certain  lax  meth- 
ods that  have,  at  ditferent  times,  caused  us  serious  incon- 
venience: 

1.  The  mittimus  upon  which  a boy  is  .sent  here  is 
often  defective,  failing  to  give  data  required  by  law.  This 
is  very  confusing  and  interferes  seriously  with  the  coinjul- 
ing  of  the  records  we  are  re([uired  to  keep. 

'1.  B )y  s o .-.^r  sixteen  ye  irs  of  age  are  sometimes  rep- 
re.sented  by  their  parents  as  of  proper  age  in  order  that  the 
offenders  may  e.scape  incarceralion  at  the  reformatory  or 
penitentiary.  Some  of  the.se  frauds  are  so  apparent  that 
the  management  of  this  Institution  cannot  understand  how 
they  can  be  successfully  earned  out  under  official  eyes. 
We  protest  against  having  old  and  obdurate  offenders 
thrust  among  the  young  and  impressionable  boys  in  our 
charge. 

8.  Unfit  characters  are  often  sent  us.  This  Institu- 
tion is  not  an  asylum  for  idiots,  nor  a hospital  for  victims 
of  epileptic  tits,  yet  such  persons  have  at  ditferent  times 
been  sent  here;  and  when  we  have  returned  these  boys  to 
the  authorities  of  the  counties  sending  them,  .said  authori- 
ties have  in  some  instances  refused  to  pay  the  expen.se  of 
the  return,  thus  throwing  the  expense  upon  the  State. 

We  feel  that  a few  words  in  regard  to  our  staff  of  offi- 
cers are  admis.sable  in  this  re])ort.  The  Superintendent. 
Capt.  R.  (I,  Smither,  has  proven  himself  a good  disciplin- 
arian. a careful  and  economical  manager  and  a pleasant 
and  courteous  gentleman.  He  has  wrought  a wonderful 
amount  of  improvement  in  buildings,  grounds,  furnishings 
and  repairs  with  a very  small  outlay  of  money.  He  ha< 
taken  a kindly  and  humane  interest  in  the  inmates  and  Ins 
labored  patiently  for  their  well  being  and  reform.  Mrs. 
Lizzie  V.  Smither  has  tilled  the  difficult  position  of  mat- 
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ron  with  tact,  courtesy  and  judgment,  and  is  well  liked  by 
both  officers  and  boys.  Of  the  remainder  of  our  official 
staff  we  take  delight  in  speaking  well.  We  have  found 
them  patient,  faithful,  efficient,  and  willing  to  work. 

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
our  needs  for  the  coming  biennial  period.  Our  last  appro- 
priation was  small  and  we  were  thereby  subjected  to  great 
inconvenience. 

We  ask  for  880,000  and  our  cash  receipts,  for  the  gen 
eral  maintenance  of  the  Institution  for  the  next  two  years. 

(.)ur  hospital  is  too  small  for  our  present  needs,  and 
we  can  readily  convert  the  building  to  a much  needed  con- 
venience. We  ask  for  83,000  with  which  to  erect  a new 
one. 

With  an  electric  light  plant  of  our  own  we  would  save 
a large  outlay  of  money  which  we  now  pay  for  indifferent 
lighting;  we  ask  for  82,500  wdth  which  to  provide  said 
plant. 

Our  laundry  is  sadly  in  need  of  modern  and  improved 
furnishings;  we  ask  for  8900  with  which  to  provide  the 
same. 

For  insurance  we  need  the  sum  of  81,200. 

To  complete  our  sewerage  system  we  need  83,000 

For  constructing  much  needed  wells  we  ask  83,000 

For  repairs  and  cement  ffoors  in  the  Congregate  build- 
ing we  need  82,000. 

For  a cottage  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  82,000. 

Our  .school  furniture  is  sadly  deficient;  to  provide  im- 
proved furniture  we  need  8000. 

For  building  new  cellars  and  store-houses,  81,600 

For  improvement  of  grounds,  81,500. 

For  dormitory  supplies,  bedding,  etc.,  82,000. 

For  introducing  .steam  heat  into  the  Congregate  build- 
ing, and  thus  lessening  danger  of  lire,  we  ask  82,000. 

For  improved  bathing  conveniences,  81,000. 

One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  a new  cottage  for  the  re- 
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<*eption  of  a family  of  boys;  we  ask  the  sum  of  §15,000 
for  builcliiifj  said  cottage. 

Our  former  appropriations  have  been  insufificient  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  best  reform  methods;  we  therefor  ask 
as  much  consideration  and  generosity  as  the  circumstances 
will  admit. 

Reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Physician  are  ap- 
pended.

Honorable  Board; 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as 
to  the  management  of  the  C'olorado  State  Industrial  School 
for  Boys,  for  the  two  years  commencing  December  1,  1894, 
and  ending  November  80.  189(). 

Myself  and  wife — Mrs.  L.  V.  Smitlier — were  appointed 
by  your  honorable.  l)ody  as  Supei’intendent  and  Matron, 
on  the  loth  day  of  February,  189(5,  relieving  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
G.  A.  Garard.  On  assuming  the  duties  I found  it  necess- 
ary to  mahe  some  changes  as  to  the  management  of  affairs 
at  this  Institidion,  and  have  been  seconded  by  the  Board 
in  all  my  efforts.  T desire  to  express  to  the  Board  my 
appreciation  of  their  earnest  efforts  in  assisting  me  in  all 
of  my  undertakings. 

I at  once  commenced  making  improvements  and  re- 
pairs, and  to  ])olice  the  grounds  with  a view  to  placing  all 
in  the  best  sanitary  condition  possible;  at  the  same  time  I 
found  it  necessary  to  suspend  all  schools  on  or  about  the 
25th  day  of  May,  189(5,  so  that  I might  use  all  available 
inmates  to  accomplish  the  desired  results;  I also  proceeded 
to  open  up  a new  set  of  records,  so  that  they  might  be 
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more  concise  and  coniijrehensive,  and  an  accurate  record 
kept  of  all  transactions  of  every  nature  that  might  occur  at 
this  school:  also  with  a view  to  showing  at  a glance  the  cost, 
etc.,  of  maintaining  this  Institution.  The  following  books 
have  been  compiled  and  ojjened  up,  viz: 

Oiie  Descriptive  Book  of  inmates  received  and  discharg- 
ed, showing  at  a glance  the  status  of  every  boy  in  the  In- 
stitution; this  book  takes  tlie  place  of  six  books  that  were 
formerly  used. 

One  Record  Book  of  subsistence  stores  received  and 
issued,  also  showing  the  disposition  of  all  expendable  ai’ti- 
cles;  it  also  includes  a tabulated  statement  of  all  vegetables 
and  fruits  raised  on  the  school  farm,  as  well  as  those  con- 
sumed and  i)ut  up  for  winter  use.  Articles  received  for 
issue  to  animals,  such  as  forage  and  bedding,  and  the  till- 
ing of  straw  ticks  and  pillows  for  boys,  fuel  for  stoves  and 
power  hou.se,  also  miscellaneous  articles,  such  as  cleaning 
materials,  etc.,  for  household  purposes,  and  which  are 
expended  under  authority  from  the  Superintendent,  sa)ic- 
tioned  by  the  Board.  It  also  shows  the  total  money  value 
of  daily  issues,  and  the  daily  average  cost  of  living  for  each 
officer  and  inmate. 

One  Property  Book  showing  the  property  accountabil- 
ity, as  well  as  the  name  of  the  officer  accountable  for  same. 

A Journal  and  Ledger  accounc  opened  with  the  in- 
mates; also  each  buy  is  given  a pass-book  showing  all 
money  or  other  transactions  that  they  may  have. 

One  Book  showing  all  accounts  with  the  officers  and 
employes  at  the  school,  giving  rate  i>f  com])ensation  for 
services:  also  containing  the  names  of  all  boarders  from 
other  states,  parents,  etc.,  who  are  maintained  at  this  school, 
together  with  rate  of  compensation  received  for  same. 

New  Cash-book,  Day-book.  Journal  and  Ledger  ac- 
count.s,  showing  alt  daily  transactions  with  all  persons 
having  bu.siness  with  this  Institution. 
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One  Inventory,  Time,  Leaves  of  Al).sence  and  Record 
book,  eacli. 

A sujjply  of  all  blanks  for  making  daily  and  weekly 
issues  of  supplies  and  otber  stores,  kept  on  hand;  also 
blanks  for  rendering  weekly  and  monthly  reports  from 
each  and  every  department  at  this  school. 

In  the  way  of  improvements  and  repairs  that  took 
place  during  the  period  between  December  1,  1894  and 

February  15,  189b,  I find  the  following  records  oidy: 

•‘New  material  bought  for  addition  to  boiler-house 
(coal  house)  at  a cost  of — including  labor  on  boiler-house 
addition  —one  liundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and  forty- 
eigiit  cents  (8181 .48  ) . Fm  improvements  made  in  laundry 
the  sutn  of  four  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  thirty-two 
cents  ( 84U2.82 

Since  February  15,  1891),  the  diite  I assumed  charge, 
to  dale  of  this  report,  the  following  is  a transcript  of  im- 
{)rovements  and  repfdrs  made,  and  as  heretofore  reported 
to  the  Board  at  (heir  regular  and  special  meetings  from 
February  15,  189b,  to  April  15,  1896,  viz: 

.1  new  chicken  house,  with  large  grounds  fenced  in. 
Was  erected  and  several  dozen  chickens  purchased. 

Floors  were  laifl  in  (lie  Cha])cl  and  the  adjoining 
family  and  school  rooms,  benches  and  desks  were  repaired 
and  screw<*d  down  to  the  floor,  and  floors  oiled;  also  new 
doors  laid  and  oiled,  in  two  dormitories  or  sleeping  rooms 
of  the  Congregate  bdilding. 

A tJhisterer  was  employed  for  several  days,  between 
.March  18,  1896  and  April  17,  1896,  at  plastering  and 
])atching  u]j  all  the  buildings  of  the  school.  Lumber  was 
])urchased  for  construction  of  individual  lockers  for  each 
inmate,  and  fifty  placed  in  each  building  occupied  by 
Companies  A.  B and  C respectively. 

A contract  was  let  and  work  completed  for  the  putting 
uj)  of  about  :100  feet  of  gutters,  and  some  six  or  more  down- 
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spouts  from  same  on  the  old  Congregate  building,  as  well 
as  nnmerons  other  repairs  made  at  the  same  time. 

From  April  18,  1896,  to  June  17,  1896,  the  following 
work,  etc.,  was  performed: 

The  barn  contract  awarded  to  Mr.  Samuel  Eldridge 
was  completed  at  a cost  of  S606.71,  and  was  paid  for  as 
follows,  viz: 

Special  appropriation,  barn  fund  balance  $181  15 

Sewer  fund,  account  of  drainage  dan  connecting  same  to 

sewer  line,  etc  18  00 

For  extra  labor,  material,  grain  bins,  tool  and  harness  rooms, 

etc 101  50

A Sewer  Flusher,  including  tank,  frame  work,  founda- 
tion and  material  for  same  has  been  constructed  at  a cost 
of  nearly  §1,000;  this  includes  the  water  and  pipe  connec- 
tions, etc. 

A new  hitching  post,  ( iron ),  about  ten  feet  long  and 
four  feet  high,  has  been  constructed  from  old  material  on 
hand. 

Shelving  put  up  in  the  basement  of  the  Administra- 
tion building  and  in  the  Tailoring  department;  also  a new 
door  and  door  frame  put  in  one  of  the  store-rooms  of  the 
Administration  building;  this  room  had  never  been  com- 
pleted. 

Twenty-seven  shade  trees  were  planted  and  the 
grounds  again  policed  and  put  in  tirst-dass  sanitary  con- 
dition. 

Over  1,000  feet  of  new  fences,  for  corral  and  ijig  pens, 
were  constructed  and  same  white-washed;  all  of  these  were 
built  from  old  material  remaining  on  hand  after  the  old 
barns,  cow  sheds  and  pig  pens  were  torn  down.  The  new 
corrals  and  jiig  pens  were  removed  some  distance  from  the 
school  buildings. 

Four  old  wooden  cellar  doors  removed  and  the  same 
replaced  by  upright  brick  walls,  and  new  vertical  door 
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frames  and  doors  put  in  their  plaoes,  so  as  to  shed  water 
and  ])Tevent  the  same  from  running  into  the  various  base- 
ments or  cellars.  Brick  foundations  or  piers  were  construct- 
ed under  all  outside  porches,  porch  floors  repjured  and  re- 
built in  rear  of  the  Congregate  building. 

Iron  bai's  placed  in  all  the  basement  windows,  and  new 
fastenings  put  on  all  the  'vindow  sash  of  same  in  Cottages 
Numbers  1 and  2.  New  ])anes  of  glass  had  to  be  put  in  al- 
most every  wiiiow  of  these  same  buildings. 

New  Ice  Box  placed  ill  the  meat  house  and  lined  with 
galvanized  iron ; tlie  ice  box  in  the  milk  cellar  remodeled 
and  relined;  the  old  dirt  floor  in  the  vegetable  cellar 
cleaned  out  and  a wooden  floor  constructed  from  old  ma- 
terial. 

The  electric  wires  were  I'epaired  and  protected  by  l)ox- 
ing  the  most  exposed  places.  The  wood  work,  roofs,  walls 
and  ceilings  of  nearly  all  buildings  and  rooms  have  oitlier 
been  painted,  kalsomiiied  or  papered;  to  accom])lish  this 
work  has  taken  a long  time  and  required  a large  amount  of 
material.  The  old  wash  troughs  in  the  Cmigregate  build- 
ing were  torn  out.  rebuilt  and  lined  with  galvanized  iron; 
soap  dishes  iilaced  along  the  entire  length  of  same. 

A concrete  and  cemeid  walk  has  been  put  down  in 
froid  of  the  Administration  building,  a thing  that  was 
much  needed  for  a long  time. 

Seven  hundred  feet  of  ^ inch  water  pipe  (main)  has 
been  laid  from  the  main  water  sujqdy  line  to  the  new  barn 
and  pig  jiens.  also  numerous  repairs  and  changes  made  in 
sewer  connections,  and  a large  amount  of  re])air  work  in 
carpentry  departmeid;  changes  made  in  the  electric  wiring 
from  the  old  barn  and  comils  to  that  of  the  new  ones;  also 
numerous  electric  ])olen  erected. 

The  following  work  has  been  performed  during  the 
period  from  June  17,  IShb  to  Se])tember  lb,  189(5,  viz: 

Over  tifteen  hundred  ( 1 .oOO ) feet  of  old  picket  fence 
on  the  north-east  and  south-east  sides  of  the  school  grounds 
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removed  and  an  entire  new  picket  fence,  including  new 
pcjsts  rebuilt  and  repainted. 

The  old  barns,  cow  sheds,  etc.,  removed  and  gnjnnds 
cleaned  np  and  put  in  first  class  sanitary  condition. 

Sewer  line  established,  grade  stakes  .set  and  plat  made 
of  same  by  Engineer  E.  L.  Berthond,  of  Bolden,  Colo., 
and  contract  let  for  laying  2,200  feet  of  vitrified  .sewer: 
dimension  of  sewer  pipe  H imdi  including  all  Ys.  'Ps,  etc., 
which  have  been  placed  at  intervals  along  the  entire  line. 

In  addition  lo  this  contract  of  2.200  feet  of  .sewer  line 
the  .same  was  extended  some  042  feet  intotlie  gardens,  with 
several  laterals  and  shut-otf  head-gates  for  conducting  the 
water  to  different  parts  of  the  garden:  this  latter  extension 
was  made  at  a very  nominal  cost,  by  digging  up  some  live 
or  .six  hundred  feet  of  the  old  and  unused  .sewer  and  relaying 
tJie  pipe,  thus  saving  the  purchas^>  of  new  material.  In 
addition  to  the  foregoing,  a branch  sewer  line  of  50.')  feet 
was  laid  from  the  location  of  the  new  water  closets  and 
connecting  with  the  new  line,  making  a total  of  0,077  feet 
of  8 inch  sewer  main.  Some  1.2.50  feet  of  H inch  gal- 
vanized iron  steam  pipe  was  laid  in  the  .sewer  line  trench 
for  the  jmritose  of  conducting  hot  water  back  to  the  boiler- 
house  from  the  diiferent  buildings;  al.so  .some  2-50  feet 
of  4 inch  pipe  ( cast  iron  water  main  ) was  laid  .so  as  to  con- 
nect the  new  sewer  liusher  and  the  old  water  tank  with  the 
main  water  .supply  line.  A short  line  of  pipe  connecting 
the  hot  water  pipes  with  the  boilers  was  also  laid. 

In  ni)’  efforts  to  connect  many  of  the  buildings  with 
the  sewer  lines  and  the  changes  recpiired  in  the  water 
mains,  I have  encountered  unfonseen  ditficnlties  in  locating 
the  old  pii)es.  there  being  no  record  kejit  of  same,  and  >n 
cross-cutting  and  hunting  for  them  many  old  abandoned 
water  and  sewer  pipes  were  resurrected,  and  others  that 
were  in  use  had  to  be  relaid,  owing  to  their  improper  con- 
nections and  being  tilled  with  mud  and  other  matter. 

The  old  .sewer  line  in  rear  of  the  Congregate  bnilding 
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was  taken  upas  far  as  praoticahle.  ami  the  remainder  con- 
nected with  the  new  line  about  midway  between  the  north- 
east end  of  the  building  and  the  main  drive-way  through 
the  sciiool  grounds,  and  all  the  laterals  and  waste  pipes 
from  this  t)uilding  were  disconnected  from  the  old  sewer 
and  extended  .several  feet  each  and  connected  with  the 
new  one,  t.'tking  some  til 7 feet  of  4 inch  sewer  pijte,  several 
traps.  Vs  and  reducers. 

Numerous  (Jther  changes  have  been  made  in  the  var- 
ious water  connections,  and  many  other  repairs  made  from 
lime  to  time  by  Engineer  J.  R.  Ward. 

The  location  of  all  sewer  lines,  hot  water  pipes,  their 
connections  with  different  buildings  by  the  Tocation  of  Ys 
ami  Ts  constructed  under  my  supervision  have  been  plat- 
ted or  outlined  and  a map  of  same  placed  in  the  office  of 
the  Ass’t.  Superintendent. 

The  new  hog  pens  were  completed  and  white-washed; 
the  old  hog  pens  <md  slaughter-hou.se  torn  down  and  the 
materia!  used  in  makitig  other  needed  improvements  and 
repairs  about  the  sclujol. 

N«*w  .screens  for  doors  and  windows  purchased  and 
j)ut  in  where  recpiired  to  replace  those  absolutely  worn  out. 
The  chicken  house  and  fence  recently  constructed  were 
reimjved  and  ])laced  on  a line  with  the  new  barn.  A new 
wagon  shed  aiid  carriage  house--57  ft.  long  by  22  ft.  wide — 
has  t)een  constructed,  one  end  of  which  contains  stalls  for 
six  extra  head  of  stock,  and  the  storage  of  surplus  lumber- 
etc.,  overhead.  The  roof  and  sides  of  this  building  being 
constructed  with  corrugated  iron. 

A imw  tool  and  implement  house  has  been  erected  in 
tlie  garden,  the  building  being  lb  feet  wide  by  24  feet  long, 
the  roof  and  sides  being  covered  with  corrugated  iron. 

'I'he  old  set  of  officers’ (piarters  repainted  and  papered, 
the  basement  openings  bricked  up,  andstime  wall  of  celler- 
way  raised  so  as  to  drain  water  from  running  into  base- 
ment. 
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A new  pressed-brick  water  closet,  20x42  feet,  containing 
a separate  ceinpartnient  for  each  company,  and  one  for  use 
of  ofificers,  has  been  erected.  The  fixtures  of  this  building 
are  only  partly  completed  for  lack  of  funds,  but  will  answer 
until  other  appropriations  are  made  to  tinish  same. 

Several  new  clothes  presses,  book  cases  and  cupboards 
have  been  made  and  placed  in  the  dormitories,  family- 
rooms,  tailor  shop  and  chapel. 

Four  hundred  feet  of  iron  fence  repaired  and  repaint- 
ed by  the  labor  of  inmates  and  officers. 

Three  Inmzontal  bars  erected,  one  for  each  company. 
The  boys  seem  to  enjoy  them,  and  they  afford  good  amuse- 
ment, as  well^s  having  a tendency  to  keep  them  out  of  the 
dirt. 

All  iron  pipes  and  troughs,  outside  of  tlie  buildings, 
as  well  as  considerable  new  work,  such  as  doors,  window 
frames,  etc.,  have  been  painted. 

The  stoves  in  the  Congregate  building  have  been 
overhauled  and  repaired,  and  many  old  parts  replaced  by 
new  ones. 

Boxes  and  shelves  have  l>een  put  up  in  the  1 lundry, 
to  be  used  in  sorting  of  clothing  belonging  to  the  inmates; 
also  a ventilating  window  placed  in  the  ircjiiing-room 

Hooks  placed  on  the  tiacks  of  seats  in  the  chapel  for 
hanging  up  of  boys’  caps.  Fcjrty  new  song  liooks  with 
notes,  and  one  hundred  without  notes  -Cospel  Hymns  No. 
5 and  h-  have  been  purchased  for  chajjel  use 

A new  iron  gate  has  been  erected  at  the  eidrance  to 
the  school  gnninds  and  the  old  sign,  ‘•Tndustrial  .School,” 
replaced. 

A new  r(jad  crimpleted,  leading  from  tlie  school 
grounds  to  the  garden. 

Some  fifty  pictures  or  more  have  been  [)urchased  and 
placed  in  the  ditf'erent  buildings. 

One  thousand  copies  of  the  •*Syn(j[)sis  of  the  Laws, 
Rules  and  Regulations.”  pertaining  to  the  C'oloi'adtj  State 
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Industrial  School  for  Boys,  liave  been  printed  and  eaoli 
officer  furnished  with  a copy  for  liis  information  and  guid- 
ance; and  it  is  an  important  fact  that  each  officer  or  em- 
ploye be  compelled  to  adhere  to  them,  as  this  school  can- 
not be  maintained  until  influence  to  retain  them  in  position 
is  eliminated. 

Of  the  twenty-one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  insurance  that  expired  between  August  1,  1896 
and  December  11,  1896,  1 have  to  state  that  this  amount 
was  renewed  for  three  years  and  paid  for  as  follows,  viz:

In  connection  with  the  insurance  I believe  it  my  duty 
to  state  for  your  information  that  the  Underwriters  or 
Pool  Association  raised  the  former  rates  on  the  Congre- 
gate building,  from  per  cent  to  4^  per  cent  for  three 
years.  T refused  to  accept  tlieir  exorbitant  rates,  as  I be- 
lieved them  to  be  not  only  excessive  but  unjust;  these 
rates  were  restored  to  three  per  cent , but  not  without  per- 
sistent efforts  on  my  part,  showing  that  they  were  much 
higher  than  those  charged  on  property  with  greater  risks. 
Had  I done  otherwi.se.  or  permitted  the  rate  of  4^  cents  to 
prevail,  the  insura  ace  policies  could  not  have  been  renew- 
ed for  lack  of  funds,  and  as  it  was,  the  sum  of  §192.75  had 
to  be  used  from  the  casli  fund. 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  Board,  of  September  16, 
1896,  the  work  on  improvements  and  rejiairs  have  been 
continued  in  the  various  departments  and  on  outside  work. 
This  vvork  will  be  continued  so  long  as  any  funds  remain 
available  for  the  jmrpose. 

The  interior  of  the  Administration  building  has  been 
painted,  including  the  walls,  ceilings  and  wood  work;  also 
all  iron  or  metal  roofs  of  buildings  not  mentioned  hereto- 
fore have  been  rejiainted.  The  new  frame  for  water  tank 
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painted  and  boxed  so  as  to  protect  the  water  pipe  from 
freezing 

All  broken  pfines  of  glass  replaced  in  the  ditferent 
buildings,  the  boiler-house  repainted;  two  dozen  chairs  were 
purchased  and  nine  tables  placed  in  the  school  room  of 
Cottage  number  1;  the  tables  used  were  formerly  manu- 
factured at  this  school.  Idiis  school  room  has  never  been 
provided  with  ant-  school  furniture. 

Exten.sions  have,  been  made  to  the  six“Kre  escape  lad- 
ders” with  a view  to  making  them  accessable.  in  case  of  emer- 
gency. 

Schools  were  not  reopened,  for  the  present  year,  until 
September  2S,  Ibdb,  as  a large  amount  of  important  work 
remained  unfinished.  In  this  connection  I wish  to  say  that 
too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  to  the  inmates  of  this 
school,  they  have  shown  a willingness  and  manifested  a de- 
sire to  better  their  condition  in  the  way  of  improvements 
and  comforts,  and  it  is  no  exageration,  when  I reiterate 
that  nearly  all  of  the  work  enumerated  in  the  foregoing  re- 
port has  been  accomplished  by  them,  except  that  of  skilled 
labor,  and  in  much  of  the  latter,  they  have  been  of  great 
assistance.  These  boys  who  have  done  the  most  of  this 
work,  average  from  lU  to  lb  years  of  age;  the  larger  and 
older  inmates  being  required  as  teamster.s,  cooks,  shoe- 
makers and  enqiloyed  in  the  laundry.  e have  but  few 
large  boys  now.  and  it  is  a .serious  matter  to  accomplish 
the  work  required  for  a proper  management  of  all  depart- 
ments. 

T have  started  the  extreriment  of  .sending  the  boys  to 
school  on  alternate  days,  instead  of  alternale  halfday.-^.  In 
this  way  I believe  the  boys  will  receive,  not  oidy  more  hours 
of  schooling,  but  will  be  advanced  in  tiieir  studies,  as  the 
continuing  of  them  in  .school  during  the  whole  of  each  alter- 
nate day.  would  give  them  from  8:il()  to  1 1 :i!0  a.  m,  making 
hours  in  the  forenoon,  and  from  1 ;(J()  to8:4o  i'.  m.  and  one 
half  hour  at  drill,  from  4:00  to  4::10  ]).  m.  making  in  school 
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iiiid  at  drill  in  tiie  afternoon  three  hours  and  fifteen  minutes, 
t>r  a total  of  six  hours  and  fifteen  minutes  every  alternate 
day;  while  heretofore  they  oidy  received  about  2'^  hours 
each  day,  futhermore  they  would  hardly  become  interested 
in  their  studies  before  they  were  I'eleased  f*^’’  the  day. 

I regret  the  tiecessity  of  having  to  continue  night  .schools, 
for  the  reasons  that  the  boys  who  have  to  attend  the  night 
schools,  are  those  who  have  to  perform  manual  labor  from 
early  morning  until  late  in  the  evening,  such  as  cooks, 
milkers,  hostlers  and  the  performing  of  other  necessary 
duties:  they  are  then  too  tired  and  not  in  condition  to  re- 
ceive instructions  in  an  educative  way. 

As  to  the  discipline  and  general  bearitig  of  the  inmates 
of  this  scliool,  I would  prefer  to  have  the  Board  express 
their  own  minds  on  the  subject.  1 believe,  however,  the 
boys  are  well  contented  and  are  inclined  to  be  more  manly 
in  some  resjjects. 

The  inmates  of  this  school  make  and  mend  their  cloth- 
ing and  shoes,  do  all  the  house  work  of  every  kind,  take 
care  of  the  hogs,  chickens,  hor.ses  and  cows,  drive  the  teams 
and  do  all  hauling  for  the  .school,  cultivate  the  gardens, 
cut  and  put  uj)  hay.  assist  in  making  permanent  improve- 
ments and  repairs;  besides  this  they  devote  one-half  of 
tlieir  time  at  school.  .As  a general  rule  they  are  diligent 
and  ready  to  du  any  work  required  of  them.  All  duty  per- 
formed is  under  the  supervisi<ni  of  officers  for  the  purpose. 

I have  endeavored  to  eliminate  from  the  minds  of  the 
inmates  of  this  scIkjoI,  as  far  as  possible,  the  idea  of  this 
being  a prison,  fit  the  sfiine  time  cultivate  the  importance 
that  good  behavior  hastens  <m  honorable  release,  that  bad 
conduct  postpoTies  it  find  deprives  them  of  privileges. 
Cor[)orfd  punishment  is  made  the  last  resort,  each  and  every 
boy  is  given  to  understand  wlnit  is  exacted  of  him  find  he 
knows  that  he  must  obey  or  take  the  consequences,  ft  is 
my  wish  and  de.sire  to  cultivate  politeness  and  manliness 
find  elevate  clniracter  in  all  things,  and  induce  them  to 
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think  of  their  future  welfare  as  well  as  to  develop  self-re- 
liance. Kind  treatment  with  firmness  is  the  first  step  in 
this  direction.  A boy  should  always  receive  attention  for*  any 
fjrievance  he  may  have,  his  faults  corrected  in  a kind  way 
and  his  confidence  should  be  cultivated  and  not  spurned  by 
(“ontemptuons  treatment.  They  should  feel  that  their  in- 
terests will  be  looked  after,  and  when  I consider  that  chil- 
dren are  sent  here  who  have  never  known  kindnes.s,  that 
they  have  been  punished  as  often  for  trying  to  do  right  as 
for  doing  wrong,  and  when  you  listen  to  their  statements 
of  home  life  it  develops  a feeling  of  sympathy  and  pity. 
There  are  other  boys  sent  here  who  are  eipial  in  crime  to 
the  most  hardened  criminals;  this  latter  class  come  from 
idleness  and  street  life,  the  constant  association  with  vice 
on  the  part  of  the  parents,  the  lack  of  home  restraints,  step- 
parents. negleided  orphanage  or  liotne  surroundings. 
Many  parents  and  relatives  are  guilty  of  trumping  up 
charges  with  a wiew  to  relieving  themselves  of  taking  care 
of  their  offspring  or  nearest  relative. 

An  extensive  Manual  Training  School  should  be  con- 
structed, titled  up  with  work  l)enches,  lathe.c,  forges,  etc,, 
and  only  conpetent  machanics  emjjloj’ed  as  instructors. 
The  old  Congregate  building  could  be  made  available  for 
this  purj)ose  provided  new  cottages  are  built. 

There  are  many  re.spon.sibilities  and  accompanying 
cares,  perplexities  and  temptations  attached  to  the  manage- 
ment of  an  Tn.stitution  of  this  character  These  conditions, 
in  my  judgment,  can  best  be  met  by  the  adoption  of  the 
Cottage  System,  provided  that  only  capable  officers  are 
employed. 

We  are  under  many  obligations  to  the  ^linisters  loca- 
ted in  the  city  of  (jolden  for  their  gratuitous  services  and 
kindly  a.ssistance  in  conducting  our  Sunday  Schools  .At 
the  same  time  we  must  not  overlook  the  ladies  of  Golden: 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Brown  is  not  only  with  us  every  Sunday,  but 
she  remembers  the  inmates  each  week  by  sending  a button- 
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hole  h(K|uet  of  Howers  for  each  boy,  and  manifests  an  in- 
terest in  their  welfare  that  excel  all  the  charitable  institu 
tions  of  the  state;  her  acts  and  motives  are  sincere  and  not 
for  mililic  notoriety.  We  are  also  indebted  to  Miss  Ella 
Brooks,  Miss  Hattie  Mencimer,  and  the  Rev.  Mrs.  L.  H. 
Thoinp.son,  and  many  <d.her  ladies  for  the  kindly  interest 
they  have  displayed  by  coming  and  teaching  classes  on 
each  Sabbath  day. 

The  (xolden  Flower  Mission  composed  of  little  girls, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Brown,  should  not  be 
forg(d,ten;  these  little  girls  come  regularly  on  each  Satur- 
day through  tiie  summer  months  with  their  button-hole  bo- 
(piets,  which  are  di.stributed  to  the  inmates. 

Porches  should  be  constructed  around  the  Cottages 
numbers  I and  2,  also  in  front  and  rear  of  the  Congergate 
building;  these  are  absolutely  neces-sary  for  the  comfort 
and  pleasure  of  the  inmates,  and  humanity  demands  it 
when  you  consider  that  the  inmates  of  this  school  have  no 
l)lace  to  sit  umler  shelter,  nor  even  seats  to  sit  on  when 
not  otherwise  employed;  it  is  not  to  l)e  wondered  cd  that 
they  get  into  the  dirt.  They  have  nothing  to  i^rotect  them 
from  the  heat  or  inclement  weather,  and  can  not  be  blamed 
for  becoiiuug  reckless  in  their  habits  or  behavior.  These 
j)orches  would  cost  about  .'Sl,oUU. 

Wire  window-guards  or  .screens  are  required  for  the 
dormitory  windows  of  Cottage  number  1;  these  are  abso- 
lutely neces.sary  to  preveid  boys  from  escaping  at  night 
and  will  cost  from  S7.40  to  S9.00  each.  An  appropriation 
of  $200. 

For  rejjairs  of,  and  laying  new  Hoors  in  the  .severa] 
t)uildings.  $400. 

StoT-e  hou.se  tor  the  kee])ing  of  subsistence  stores  is 
absolutely  nece.ssary  for  the  ]jreservation  and  keeping  of 
su]qjlies,  $2,000. 

A chai)el  and  general  school  room  should  be  con.struct- 
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ed,  Ihey  should  be  sepevated  from  the  family  rooms,  to 
costs  84,000. 

Should  a manual  training  school  be  adopted,  and 
the  recoin inendation  for  purchase  of  tools,  lathes,  etc.,  be 
favorably  considered,  about  five  tliousand  dollars  would  be 
reouiretl  to  commence  with,  ( 8b,000  ). 

The  building  known  as  officers’  ([uarters.  ami  located 
in  a hole  or  depression,  is  old,  liadly  deterioated.  unsafe 
and  unhealthy.  It  is  now  occupied  by  nine  officers 
living  in  eight  small  rooms,  and  so  constructed  as  to  Vie 
void  of  any  privacy.  Each  room  is  heated  by  a small  stove, 
and  owing  to  the  continuous  absence  of  officers  during  the 
day,  it  cannot  be  said  to  be  safe.  /.  c.  the  mode  of  heating. 

There  are  no  closets  or  facilities  for  wasliing  or  bath- 
ing connected  with  this  building.  To  ask  for  an  afiprop- 
riation  to  place  this  set  of  (juarters  in  proper  repairs  would 
simply  be  a wa.ste  of  money,  and  I therefore  recommend 
that  funds  be  provided  to  construct  a general  building,  or 
that  a series  of  small  buildings  (on  the  cottage  plan)  con- 
taining two  small  rooms  and  a bath  lie  provided  to  c<ist 
810,000.  A general  building  would  cost  aliout  87,0(X). 

I believe  it  would  prove  conducive  of  good  results  if 
worthy  inma+es  were  given  a small  compensation  for  their 
services;  I refer  to  that  class  of  boys  who  not  only  show  a 
desire  for  reformation,  but  who  are  willing  and  faithful  in 
the  discharge  of  any  duties  exacted  of  them;  this  would 
give  them  a chance  to  earn  tlie  necesaary  means  to  return 
to  their  homes  in  case  of  being  relea.sed  on  jiarole  or  other- 
wise. 

-\ttention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  accompany- 
ing tabulated  statements,  which  are  attached  hereto  and 
marked  from  A to  W respectively. 

Re.spectfully  referring  to  the  needs  of  .special  appro- 
priations as  specified  above,  I can  only  say  they  are  ab- 
solutely nece.ssary,  and  until  these  wants  are  supjilied  this 
school  can  not  be  placed  even  in  a fair  condition,  and  if 
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tliis  money  is  expended  econoinioally  and  with  a view  to 
the  interests  of  the  state,  they  will  go  far  towards  elun-' 
inating  many  evils  as  they  now’  exist,  and  I respectfully 
recommend  that  tlie  Honorable  Board  personally  examine 
into  the  necessities  of  each  recommendation  as  made  by  me.

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Physician’s  Report. 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Control: 

I have  the  houoi’  to  herewitli  submit  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  the  following  report:  The  duties  of  Physician 

have  been  performed,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  made  by  your  Honorable  Board.  They  have 
consisted  in  regular  visits  to  the  hospital,  in  conducting  a 
careful  in.spection  of  all  uewly  arrived  boys,  and  in  a gen- 
eral sanitary  supervision  and  ius]jection  of  the  grounds 
and  buildings. 

It  atfords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  health  of  the  in- 
mates of  the  school  during  the  x^ast  year  has  been  exceii- 
tionally  good.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  imx^roved  sanitary 
condition,  and  to  the  comfortable  clothing  and  good  fo(j<l 
with  which  the  boys  are  sux^ijlied. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-six  cases  were  treated  in  the 
hosxdtal  since  last  biennial  rexjort. 

This  number  includes  tifty-six  (5b)  cases  of  a contag- 
ious character,  namely:  thirty-nine  ( 59 ) ca.ses  of  Humps, 
seven  ( 7 ) cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  ( 1 ) ca.-ie  of  Dixjtheria, 
three  (H)  cases  of  Tyidioid  Fever,  one  (1)  case  of  Pneu- 
monia. two  (2)  cases  of  Erysipelas  and  three  (8)  cases  of 
Oonorrhea. 
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In  prt^seiiting  tliis  re.|>ort  iny  chief  regret,  is  that,  owing 
to  the  freciuent  change  of  assistants,  I have  not  been  able 
to  present  a full  statement  of  all  work  done  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

In  my  report  of  last  biennal  term,  I called  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  the  necessity  of  a larger  and  more  comi^lete 
hospital,  and  in  accordance  with  these  recommendations  I 
have  prepared  a plan  for  the  proposed  building,  wit  h remarks 
upon  the  proper  construction  of  such  buildings,  and  ap- 
pended it  to  this  report. 

I would  recommend  that  the  bathing  system  be  chang- 
ed. 1 do  not  consider  the  ju’esent  tanks,  sanitary,  safe  or 
clean;  they  should  be  discarded  iuid  some  more  modern 
system  adojded. 

d’he  ground  tlooi's  of  the  old  building  should  be  re- 
placed with  cement  or  tile, 

I iil.-'o  beg  leave  to  vp(>ommend  that  you  invite  the  at- 
tention of  the  ne.\t  (reneral  Assembly  to  the  want  of  these 
essential  and  necessary  ini))rovements:  that  they  may  pro- 
vdde  wisely  and  liberally  for  the  maintemuice of  this  .school, 
and  in  addition  provifle  those  cs.sen(ials  recpiired  to  still 
further  limit  disease.
